The Soviet Peace Fund was set up on tho Ini- 
tiative of (he people. In tho hard posl-war years, 
tlie Soviet Peace Commit leo received modest 
savings with a precise mandate to use them to 
promote the cause of peace. This money came 
from workers, collective farmers, scientists, and 
art workers. Very often it was sent by former 
soldiers, and by mothers who had lost children 
In iho war. The Peace Fund was established In 
1981. One of the Fund's founders, the writer 
Konstantin Simonov said that all sorrow belongs 
to tho Soviet people. The Fund's help to the 
children of Vietnam was a living reminder ot 
Iho sufferings of our own children In Ihe war

Donations to the Peace Fund I nr hide proceeds 
from concerts, poelry redials, exhibitions ami 
plays. The contributors to the Fund Include 
thousands of war veterans who send in a lew 
roubles, which they might well badly need thvjn- 
selves, nil In the cause of pence. The money 
for Ihe Fund Is also soul holli by individuals 
and by majni collectives of employers. Tims, 
workers from the consliudlon bust In Volgo- 
grad, a city which was almost rumplctely dcs- 
Iroyed during Hie Great Patriotic War of IB4I- 
1845, recently sent 23 thousand mu hi eh. 

The money collected by the Fund is used to 
help victims of aggression, genocide and natural 
disasters, like tho Palestinian refugees, or the 
families of African freedom-lighters. Besides, 11 
finances meetings between peace champions In 
this country and sponsors the studies «l Ihe 
problems Involved in Ihe preservation of pencu 
as well as the publication oi peace mcratiuo.

Tho crystal 
obtained at the Institute has the 
main qualities of a diamond re- 
garding hardness nnd tempera- 
ture of evaporation.

But if the lempera- 
Hire rails gradually, say, in 
autumn, ihe selfsame wheat has 
enough time to adapt Lo the 
coming wlnler oi to “harden 
up", as the experts say. All the 
while the plants' vital proces- 
ses change. stemming their 
growth, with all the resources 
used lo store up Ihe fats, sugar 
and protein needed for the wln- 
ler.

There have been promis- 
ing results, loo. in tests wilh 
frull trees.

nin", Brlgttta In Tchaikovsky's "lolanlhe" and 
other pans. These roles brought about the rea- 
lization of her dreajui, when in 1980 aha was 
made a lull-fledged member o[ the Bolshoi com- 
pany. 

Over Ibe past two years, I sang two new 
parts — Louise tn Prokofiev's “Duenna" and 
Marls in Rlm&ky-Korsakov's "Tsar’a Bride". Mar- 
la Is particularly precious to me, Yelena says. I 
like heroines who are dramalic and strong, who 
live unusual lives. My dream is to sing Violetta 
from Verdi'a J, La Travlata", which is my 
favourite. 


Yelena Shkolnikova Is a graduate of the Mos-

It Ib this thirst (or something diffe- 
rent that helped her win Ihe Second Prize at 
the contest named after the Italian violinist 
Vlotil tn autumn 1083 where no one won the 
first Prize. Every two years, singers, Instru- 
mentalists and dancers from different countries 
convergo on Ihe small ancient town of Vercelll 
not lar from Milan. Shkolnikova went not as a 
raw newcomer, but as a seasoned sololBt from 
Ihe Bolshoi and the only represent alive of this 
country. It was a responsible honour, and au 
Incredibly hard one lo live up to. 

The contest lasted lor only three days. The 
rounds o[ this short contest went on evety 
nigh!. Performances began at Ion In Hie evening 
and Yelena had lo sing late al night. The third 
tour was the most enjoyable and happy for me. 
she says. Tho contestants sang before an mull- 
onro who could really show Ihelr appreciation 
and ibis helped my creative performance. | felt 
especial elan and excitement. 1 not only sang, 
but also acted, addressing invisible partners 
and imagined theatrical scenes. 1 had novor 
been such a success belore. This was Iruly bliss. 

What Is one's Impression on hearing Yelena 
Shkolnikov al Her voice Is a lyrical coloratura 
soprano which is a lucky combination be- 
tween lightness and expressiveness, movement 
and quivering tenderness. The parls which she 
sings at ihe Bolshoi allow her to show the 
different aspects ot her talent for acting ranging 
from comic and playful lo prolonndly dramatic 
Whatever she sings, Shkolnikova's performance 
Is always sincere. She “holds" Ihe audience 
with her charm, enthusiasm, and ihe love for 
lire music she is singing. 

She is lo sing more new parls and do much 
work. In the luture, she will have bolh succes- 
ses and disappointments, both victories and 
defeats, and many of them lor sure. Tho most 
Important thing that she will have in Ihe luture 
is her singing, and singing, she says, is her life.
